OUNG PEOPLE 


1. Why have you decided to run for the position of Police and Crime 
Commissioner? 

I’m running to make Northamptonshire the Safest Place in England, because I 
believe I can make a real difference across a whole host of issues that impact 
directly on our communities. 

2. How do you see the role making a difference to the residents of 
Northamptonshire? 

This is an amazing opportunity. It is an opportunity not just to engage with a large 
number of people and communities and to do something no one has ever done 
before, but to lead and to advocate on behalf of 700,000 people, bring our local 
public sector together and get the criminal justice system working collectively 
together in an accountable way. 

3. What are your key priorities for policing in the county? 

I have a great many things I want to achieve for Northamptonshire over the next 
four years. I want to see more Police on the beat and 4,000 fewer victims of violent 
crime recorded within 5 years. I want antisocial behaviour to be a Force-wide 
priority and for it to lead coordination of fighting it. I want to institute a no 
tolerance approach for inappropriate street-drinking - if you misbehave in a street 
or town you will be subject to arrest, a criminal record and due punishment. I want 
to relaunch a countywide Special Constabulary and provide more powers for 
PCSO’s. I want to see budgets devolved to local communities and establish a 
Victims Commission. I will consider a Northants Drugs Squad and provide new 
Blue Light Response Guarantees. I could go on! 

4. With police numbers falling nationally, do you feel Northamptonshire 
receives a fair deal from Central Government? 

Everyone is aware that the state of the economy is making life very difficult for the 
public sector and the private sector. This means we all have to get more out of what 
we have. However, by next year we will have the same number of police officers as 
we did in 2004. But I can’t spend the next 4 years blaming the Government — I need 
to get on and deliver the best and fairest possible deal for Northamptonshire that I 
can. 

5. The Police and Crime Commissioner will be a unique position in the 
County with wide ranging responsibilities; how do you envisage the 
relationship you will have with other public sector organisations such the 
County Council and The Courts Service? 

The PCC is a unique role indeed representing the whole county. I want to be a 
bridge-builder, someone that brings people together. I need to make current part¬ 
nerships work, as well as building new ones. It’s amazing what can be achieved 
when you don’t care who gets the credit. 

6. How would you increase the amount of contact residents can have with 
police officers in their communities? 

A lot of communities already have good contact with the Police. But I will be setting 
a clear priority that Police get out and about away from cars and stations. I will 
also be relaunching the Special Constabulary and encouraging local people to help 
police their local communities. With me as the PCC, together with the Chief 
Constable, we will also making more effort to visit local communities. It is my 
commitment that people will see a lot more of the Police.

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Cash-risk fear 
over council’s 
music festival

CONCERNS have been raised over the 
financial risks surrounding a planned 
council-organised major three-day 
music festival at Delapre Abbey. 

Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council (NBC) David Mackintosh 
revealed on Tuesday that the authority 
was going to be hosting a weekend of 
live music at the historic venue next 
July. 

NBC will be underwriting the costs 
and use the services of an outside 
company to run it. The plan is for it to 
be an annual event over the next three 
years. 

But rival politicians have questioned 
the financial risk it may pose to taxpay¬ 
ers and that the decision was ‘delegat¬ 
ed’ by Cllr Mackintosh - which means 
it does not have to go to Cabinet. 

Cllr Brendan Glynane, ward council¬ 
lor for Delapre and Lib Dem leader, 
said: “What does concern me as a 
councillor is that I receive more 
details from the media than I have 
from the council. 

“I also feel that a lot of people should 
have been involved in this decision, 
like the local residents’ association and 
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AMBITIOUS: Councillor David Mackintosh 

the Friends of Delapre Abbey as well as 
the local community. 

“What I would really like to know is 
about the liability. We need to under¬ 
stand if it is limited or unlimited. If this 
was to go pear-shaped, is it going to 
cost £20,000, £40,000, £50,000? 

“I am all in favour of things happen¬ 
ing at Delapre Abbey. But we did have, 
this year, tremendously bad weather 
and rain. I have had a number of com¬ 


plaints about the fair that it has 
churned up the ground quite badly. We 
need reassurances from the council 
that this not going to happen.” 

Labour leader Cllr Terry Wire said: “I 
have no problem in principle of organ¬ 
ising large-scale music events. 

“However, with so many other chal¬ 
lenges at the moment, like town centre 
regeneration and sorting out enter¬ 
prise, I do question whether now is the 
right time to be doing this. 

“I remain to be convinced that these 
music events will financially break 
even for the council and also whether 
they have thought all the implications 
through, like security costs and car 
parking. 

“For instance, the Balloon Festival 
made losses only a few years ago. 

“The proposals for these music 
events have been made in secret using 
the delegated power of the leader of 
the council. Therefore there has been 
no time to scrutinise whether these 
events will work.” 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “There is a risk 
if it does go wrong. But what we want 
to see here at Delapre Abbey is it 
become the jewel in the town’s crown.

350 jobs affected as firm

Prison campaigners will hit street for minister’s jail visit 


PROTESTERS are planning to 
turn out in force when new 
prison minister Jeremy Wright 
comes to the county in the 
next few weeks. 

They are angry he has not 
yet halted the closure of 
Wellingborough Prison which 
only has 248 prisoners left out 
of a capacity of 646. 


It was announced in July the 
category C jail would close by 
the end of the year. 

All prisoners are gradually 
being moved to other 
facilities. 

Former justice secretary, 
Kenneth Clarke, said shutting 
the facility would save the 
prison service £10m. 


As a result more than 600 
prison places would be lost 
and 257 staff will be moved to 
other jails. 

It was announced on 
Tuesday, that Mr Wright would 
be visiting the town’s prison to 
see first-hand if it needs 
£50m spent on it to bring it up 
to scratch. 


It followed a meeting with 
Wellingborough & Rushden MP 
Peter 8one. 

Campaigner Lynne 
Holcombe, a prison officer’s 
wife, said: “It is a good sign he 
is going to come up to visit 
the prison. We will carry on 
with the campaign and will 
demonstrate when he comes.” 


Cheap councillors are set to cost us more 


PLANS to increase the basic allowance 
paid to councillors will be discussed today. 

It comes just two weeks after it was 
revealed that councillors at 
Northamptonshire County Council received 
the lowest allowance of any county authority 
in the country. 

Under the proposal, this would be raised 
but the special responsibility allowance 
would be reduced - which would save 
£88,000 a year. 

The report into the plan was produced by 
the Independent Panel for Councillors’ 
Allowances. 

The document states: “From May 2013, 
proposals approved by the Local 
Government Boundary Commission for 


England will reduce the number of council¬ 
ors from 73 to 57, a reduction of some 28 
per cent. 

“The remaining 57 councillors will be 
responsible for serving a growing number 
of constituents. This will substantially 
increase the workload of ‘backbench’ 
councillors, something which the Panel 
feel should be reflected in the new 
scheme of allowances.” 

It adds: “It should be noted that although 
this represents an increase in the rate of 
basic allowance paid to each councillor, 
the overall cost of the scheme will fall 
because of the reduction in the number of 
councillors.” 

It adds that a new allowance should be 


created for councillors who are members 
of the council’s fostering and adoption 
panels. 

Robert Oxley, campaign manager at the 
Taxpayers' Alliance said: “The last thing 
hard-pressed families would deserve is for 
their elected representatives to prioritise 
their own allowances and expenses above 
the provision of frontline services. 

“Councillors will undermine a number of 
the sensible measures in these proposals 
if they vote themselves such an increase. 

“It’s absolutely right that the overly 
generous proliferation of special 
allowances is cut as are steps to reduce 
the excessive number of councillors at 
Northampton.” 
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Shirt tribute snub for 
stunned Liverpool fan

A LIVERPOOL supporter has been left 
angry and upset after a sports shop 
refused to put a tribute to the 
Hillsborough victims on his replica 
football kit. 

Nick Bieber, 18, asked Sports Direct in 
Riverside, Northampton, to put ‘Justice 
96’ on the back of his Liverpool shirt in 
the wake of last week’s report which vin¬ 
dicated fans over the tragedy. 

However his request was rejected and 
he says he was told to print it would 
‘cause offence to the public’. 

It comes at the same time the company 
and Newcastle United’s billionaire owner, 
Mike Ashley, was seen publicly support¬ 
ing a tribute to the victims at his team’s 
match on Monday against Everton on 
Merseyside. 

Mr Bieber, of Weston Favell, was 
informed Sportsdirect.com’s head office 
had told staff not to allow the printing of 
such words on football shirts, he says. 

Robbie Fowler, the ex-Liverpool player, 
retweeted a message from Mr Bieber on 
twitter about the incident to his 357,000 
followers. 

Ninety six people died at an FA Cup 


semi-final between the Anfield side and 
Nottingham Forest at the Sheffield 
Wednesday ground in 1989. 

Families and friends of victims have 
spent 23 years campaigning to get the 
truth behind what really happened on 
that fateful day. 

Mr Bieber said: “I just want to help 
support my team. The club has had to 


cope with 23 years of this. I wanted this to 
support the families. To be disallowed is 
upsetting and not what you expect from a 
nationwide sports store. I hold the club 
close to my heart and wanted to pay 
tribute to that.” 

A spokeswoman for Sportsdirect.com 
said: “Unfortunately Sportsdirect.com is 
unable to comment on this occasion.”

Gold top of the agenda over burglary worries 


POLICE have met with members of 
the Bangladeshi community after 
fears were raised about a number 
of burglaries where Asian gold was 
stolen. 

Officers in Northampton spoke to 
members of the town’s 
Bangladeshi Association on 
Monday to discuss their concerns. 

Since the beginning of April there 
have been 20 burglaries in the 
town where gold jewellery has 
been stolen. 

There are also plans to meet with 


representatives from the Sikh 
and Hindu communities in coming 
weeks as well as visit local 
mosques. 

Northampton Sector Inspector, 
Jen Helm, said: “We are aware of 
concerns about these burglaries 
and want to reassure people that 
we are taking the matter seriously 
and investigations are ongoing. 

“There has been an increase in 
the theft of Asian gold nationally 
and we have had 20 such incidents 
in Northampton since the 


beginning of April. The increase in 
the value of precious metals, 
including gold, means high value 
jewellery has become a target for 
criminals. 

“Our specialist officers are 
investigating these crimes while at 
the same time our Community 
Engagement officers are offering 
advice and reassurance to victims.” 

People have been advised to take 
security precautions such as 
buying a safe and being cautious 
when wearing jewellery in public.

FACEBOOK users have been 
banned from using the police fan 
page after a wall post comment¬ 
ed on by numerous people 
contained ‘racist and xeno¬ 
phobic’ comments. 

The Northamptonshire Police 
site on the social network was 
hijacked by the thread and the 
Force responded by taking the 
entire post down. 

It was also added that specific 
users had been blocked from 
using the page because of ‘foul 
language’ and racist comments. 

It is not clear exactly the nature 



of the discussion but it is the first 
time a whole string of comments 
has been removed from the page. 


On Monday lunchtime, the 
police posted: ‘We have deleted 
an entire thread from this page 
due to racist and xenophobic 
posts - please remember this is a 
public forum and whilst we 
encourage debate we do not 
tolerate racist comments or foul 
language.’ 

Almost 50 have since comment¬ 
ed on that post continuing the 
discussion into the original. 

More than 21,000 people ‘like’ 
the page. 

In luly, users were told to stop 
reporting crimes on the page and 
some people had their comments 
removed due to their ‘inappropri¬ 
ate’ content.

Burglars continue 
rampage on OAPs

THREE more distraction burgla¬ 
ries involving violence on elderly 
people have been reported to 
police. 

These follow seven cases last 
week which included, as reported 
in the H 81 P, a raid on the home of 
a 92-year-old who feared for his 
life after he was attacked and left 
with bruising and cuts to his face. 

Detective Inspector Lorraine 
Gordon, who is leading the inves¬ 
tigation, said: “These callous 
individuals are clearly targeting 
the elderly to commit these 
horrific crimes and what makes 
them worse is the violence or 
threat of violence used. 

“We can’t stress enough how 
important it is for the elderly or 
vulnerable not to open the door if 
they do not recognise the caller. 

“We have had a number of cases 
recently where victims are open¬ 
ing the door without verifying 
who the caller is. 

“We are carrying out regular 
patrols in the neighbourhoods

and issuing leaflets in the area. 
Investigators are working to identify 
the offenders responsible. We 
would ask members of the public to 
contact us immediately if they have 
any information that can help the 
investigation and quote Operation 
Inferno when they call.” 

The latest distraction burglaries 
happened on Monday between 
noon and 1.15pm in Thorn Hill, 
Northampton. 

The offender pretended to be 
from the water board in order to 


get into the house of a 83-year-old 
man where he stole cash. The 
second incident happened at 
9.45pm in Redruth Close. 

In this case the offender claimed 
to be a neighbour of the 82-year- 
old victim before barging into the 
house and stealing cash and 
jewellery. The third incident was 
at 10.30pm in Euston Road. 

The offender said he was from the 
water board and pushed his way 
into the home of an 87-year-old 
woman. They stole a handbag and 
cash from the property. In each 
case the offenders used or threat¬ 
ened violence against the victims. 

■ Five people have been 
arrested in connection with an 
aggravated burglary following a 
break-in at the home of an 
81-year-old woman in Queen 
Eleanor Road, Northampton. 

The incident took place at 
around 6pm on Tuesday evening 
and two men, aged 21 and 31, 
and three women, aged 27, 30 
and 59, were arrested shortly 
afterwards and are currently in 
custody at Weston Favell Police 
Station. 


Stables to show its work on ‘memorial pitch’ land 


THE leader of a council is being 
invited to a riding school to speak 
with its owner about plans which 
she believes would shut the 
business down. 

Lucy Clifton, proprietor of 
All-Work Equestrian Centre on 
Eagle Drive, Northampton, is 
concerned about proposals to 
build a training ground and 
memorial pitch on land which she 
currently leases from 
Northampton Borough Council for 
her horses to graze on. 

Mrs Clifton, whose parents 
opened the riding school and livery 
yard in 1987, has a provisional 
appointment with leader, 

Councillor David Mackintosh, on 
Monday at the Guildhall but thinks 
the stables would be a more 
appropriate location. 

There are plans in the pipeline for 
the land off Eagle Drive to be 
turned into a training ground for 
Saints Rugby Club and a football 
pitch in memory of Northampton- 
born footballer Richard Butcher 
who died last January. 

Mrs Clifton said: “I feel since the 
moment we have found out about 
the plans we have hardly been told 
anything by the council. 



“I have been asking for a while for 
Cllr Mackintosh to come and see 
the work we do here. I couldn’t 
attend a meeting organised at the 
Guildhall at 8.30am on Monday as I 
need to take my children to school. 

“If that land is taken away from 
us, I will have nowhere to keep the 
horses. They can’t spend all their 
time cooped up. 


“I do support the memorial 
pitch and what they are trying to 
achieve.” 

Jazmin Bass, who has cerebral 
palsy, has been learning to ride at 
the centre for two years. 

The 15-year-old said:“Being able 
to come here has really helped me. 
My balance has improved so much 
and so has my self-esteem. I really 
hope to go into the Paralympics 
now. It would be terrible if I 
couldn’t come anymore.” 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “We are in 
the very early stages and officers 
from the council have already had 
meetings and discussions with the 
equestrian centre on several 
occasions. 

“We have been trying to set up 
a meeting with the equestrian 
centre and will continue to try. 

“They have cancelled the meeting 
which we had arranged on Monday 
but we are happy to meet with 
them at a time that suits everyone. 

“We will need to ask residents, 
businesses and interested parties 
what they think about leasing 
public land. 

“The planning process will give 
everyone a chance to have their 
say on any proposals.”

PEOPLE sober up very quickly 
the morning after a night out 
drinking, when they are shown 
a DVD of their bad behaviour. 

This is not being played to 
them by their friends or family in 
a fun atmosphere but is being 
shown to them in their own 
home by police.

BRITISH singer-songwriter Ed Sheeran 
is the most illegally downloaded artist 
in Northampton, new figures have 
shown. 

The numbers collected by data firm 
Musicmetric and published by the BBC 
have revealed that those from the town 
can’t get enough of the man behind 
songs such as The A-Team and You Need 
Me, But I Don't Need You. 

It is estimated that Sheeran’s tracks are 
downloaded unlawfully 416 times a 
month in the town with urban R‘n’B artist 
Drake the second most popular in the 
area.

He was followed 
by Brighton hip-hop duo Rizzle Kicks 
and platinum selling artist Rihanna. 

Manchester was found to be the UK’s 
capital of piracy for downloads per 
person with Nottingham second, 
Southampton in third and Liverpool and 
Sheffield making up fourth and fifth 
respectively.

It was French magazine Closer which 
published images of Katherine 
sunbathing while on holiday in France. 

On Tuesday a court banned Closer 
from re-publishing or distributing the 
photos. The magazine was also told to 


hand over the original copies. Northamp¬ 
ton North MP Michael Ellis said: “I think 
what has happened is nauseating and 
appalling. 

“This has been motivated by pure 
greed and is intolerable. 

“Even if this was a member of the 
public or a pop celebrity then this 
behaviour is no better than the 
behaviour of a peeping tom.”

Concern museums will suffer over statue sale block

South Northamptonshire 
Council (SNC) initially refused 
permission for the Spring Farm 
Ridge proposal but in July it was 
given consent on appeal. 

The plan, put forward by 
Broadview Energy Limited, would 
include five turbines on land 
between Helmdon and 
Greatworth. 

The council believes it would 
have a major impact on the land¬ 
scape and heritage assets that are 
within 5km of the proposed site. 

The authority started legal 
proceedings last month under 



sections 66 and 72 of the Planning 
(Listed Buildings and 
Conservation Areas) Act 1990. 

Councillor Stephen Clarke, 
chairman of the development 
control committee, said: “Wind 
energy is important but it has to 


be in the right place and should 
not have a negative impact on 
the community or the country¬ 
side, and we believe this was not 
taken fully into account at the 
appeal. 

“It is our view that the inspector 
disregarded the local landscape 
policies that protect our heritage 
in favour of the national policies 
contained within the National 
Planning Policy Framework that 
promotes the use of renewable 
resources. 

“We believe that the inspector 
did not follow the provision of 
the law when considering the 
balance between heritage and 
renewable energy and failed to 
have ‘special regard’ for the 
desirability of preserving the list¬ 
ed buildings and conservation 
areas which the law requires.”

FEW Saints players will be happier to 
pull on the jersey this season than Tom 
Wood. 

The flanker has relished being part of 
the side which has begun the season 
with three straight wins after a miserable 
year which has been dominated by an 
unusual foot injury which made him 
fear for the rest of his career. 

Twenty-five-year-old England man 
Wood separated the sesamoids in the 
ball of his left foot, a problem which 
doctors and physios struggled to treat as 
they just didn’t know much about it. 

His last game before this season was a 
clash with Wasps on March 24. 

Wood said: “It’s such an unusual injury 
that nobody really knew how to manage 
it or get me back to fitness. 

“There was a lot of trial and error and 
just seeing how we went. 

“At times we didn’t get it quite right and 
it flared up and set me back. 

“There were times when I blew up in 
frustration that things were not happen¬ 
ing quicker, and there were worrying 
signs that I may not get the strength and 
flexibility back after it had been immo¬ 
bilised for so long.” 

Earlier in the year it was decided that 
Wood should miss the Six Nations as a 
proactive move, and then he attempted 
a comeback in an LV Cup clash with 
Scarlets on March 11. 

Unfortunately, his return to the field 


was hampered by a broken toe on the 
same foot in his very first match back. 

“The day I returned from a foot injury 
somebody landed on the same foot in 
the line out,” he said. 

“I’ve never broken a toe before and 
that made life really difficult. 

“If a rugby player breaks a finger or toe 
they just strap it up and get on with it, so 
that’s what I tried to do, but the extra 
stress it put on my original injury made 
life really tough and I went backwards 
again. 

“In the end I only lasted a couple of 
weeks before I was forced to rest again.” 

Wood had to sit and watch his team 
mates in action as he recovered, a deeply 
frustrating time as he felt he would have 
been fit enough to join in. 

However, he would have been well 
short of 100 per cent and doing so would 
have flared up the injury. 

Wood now wears stiffened boots 
among other protection measures and is 
relieved that past uncertainties can 
largely be forgotten now that the club 
seems to be more on top of the problem. 

He said: “I desperately wanted to be 
involved but I had to think long term, 
about the duration of my career and 
everything else. Now, after a long and 
frustrating season last year, it’s good to 
be back in the mix. 

“There’s nothing quite like waking up 
on a Sunday morning having been 
kicked to bits.”

The Northampton-born player, who 
competed in the London Olympics, 
lost his match in Hull as the home 
team slipped to a 3-1 defeat.

But he was unable to stop the 
rot as Ovidiu lonescu strolled to a 
confident 3-0 win to put the 
Romanians in firm control. 

Baggaley was quickly 7-3 behind in 
the first game, which he went on to 
lose 11-5, and in the second he fell 
further into the mire when he went 
8-4 down. 

A superb top-spin rally helped the 
Northamptonshire player back to 8-7, 
giving him momentum, but lonescu 
strung together a quick three-point 
run to take the game. 

In the third, Baggaley suffered from 
another slow start as he slipped to 6-1 
behind, allowing the Romanian to stroll 
over the finishing line. 

This meant Danny Read had to win 
his match with Adrian Dodean to keep 
the tie alive, and he duly did so with a 
five game win, but lonescu then 
settled the tie with a 3-1 win over 
Pitchford. 

It means that England have a victory 
and a defeat from their opening two 
qualifiers, after Baggaley recorded a 
victory during a 3-1 triumph in 
Slovakia. The team are aiming for the 
European Championships in Austria 
next year.

JIM Mallinder knows that 
Ben Foden’s lengthy injury 
lay-off will deprive Saints of 
one of their leaders. 

The crocked England star is 
facing 12 weeks on the side¬ 
lines after damaging his ankle 
ligaments during Friday’s 
18-14 victory over Bath. 

Foden has already had a 
scan and was set to see a 
specialist yesterday, but the 
outlook was not looking 


favourable for the 27-year-old 
full back, who may face an 
operation. 

Saints Director of Rugby 
Mallinder believes he has the 
players to step into the breach 
but admitted that the loss 
would leave a tough hole to 
fill. 

He said: “For us, he’s that 
quality player. 

“We’ve seen him develop, 
both on and off the field, over 
the last year or two and he’s 
gained experience playing 
international rugby. 

“He’s become a real leader in 
our team and we just want 


him to get back as soon as he 
possibly can. At the moment 
we’re talking about 12 weeks.” 

Mallinder said one silver lin¬ 
ing was that Foden avoided a 
more serious injury which 
could have kept him out for 
longer. 

“I guess you’ve got to be pos¬ 
itive and think that it could 
have been a lot worse,” he 
said. 

“Ben’s not had many injuries 
in the past and I think it was 
just one of those things. 

“It was a bit of a man and 
ball incident, you could see 
his ankle just twisted. 


“It’s unfortunate, but the 
way we see it is that we were 
never going to have the same 
15 going all the way through, 
and we would have probably 
lost him for a few autumn 
internationals anyway.” 

The injury has come at a bad 
time for Foden, who will miss 
key England games, with a 
British and Irish Fions tour 
looming on the horizon. 

For Saints too, his absence 
coincides with a busy and 
important schedule of league 
and cup rugby. 

Mallinder, who has steered 
his team to three league wins 


from three so far, said: “You 
need your big players for 
those big games. In the 
Heineken Cup they are the 
players who are used to going 
away from home and playing 
in front of noisy, partisan 
crowds. Hopefully, though, 
we’ll have enough strength to 
see us through. 

“We need players who are 
good enough to step up and 
fill Ben’s position, and we 
think we've got that. 

“He’s a difficult act to follow 
but we have a number of 
options who can step in.”
